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MAN IS JAILED OVER 
PENSIONER ATTACK 


A TOTTENHAM man who pushed an 
elderly woman to the ground causing 
severe injuries for just £20 has been 
jailed for 11 years. 

Eric Banton, 49, of Northumberland 
Park, was sentenced on Friday at 
Wood Green Crown Court having 
previously pleaded guilty to the offence 
in September. 

Having recovered from a fall, Lynne 
Elmer-Laird ventured out to the shops 
for the first time in several months at 
around 1.30pm on August 14. 

The 91-year-old, who walks with the 
aid of a stick, had been to the shops in 
Archway Road and was walking along 
Church Road when she felt someone - 
Banton - tugging at her bag. 

She tried to pull away but was pushed, 
causing her to fall to the ground and 
bang her head. 

She suffered a bleed to the brain, a 
broken arm and severe bruising. 

Banton made off with her purse, which 
contained just £20 in cash, her bank card 
and travel pass. 

Investigating officer PC Paul Hallas, 
of Haringey CID, said: “Eric Banton 
deliberately targeted an elderly woman 
who, despite being frail from a fall, 
valued her independence enough to con¬ 
tinue to shop and visit places in the local 



area. He left her on the ground with 
significant injuries and is lucky she had 
the resilience to pull through or he could 
have faced far mores serious charges. 

“Banton hoped to get away with his 
crime and it was only through CCTV 
images released through media appeals 
that he was identified, subsequently 
arrested and charged. Mrs Elmer-Laird 
has shown tremendous bravery and 
courage through this ordeal and I hope

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Chase Farm takeover 
fear at merger plans 
for foundation trust 


By Koos Couvee 

COUNCILLORS have expressed concerns over plans to 
merge Barnet and Chase Farm Hospitals Trust with the 
Royal Free. 

Alev Cazimoglu, chairwoman of Enfield’s health and 
wellbeing scrutiny panel, called the plans a “takeover” and 
said services in the borough may suffer as a result. 

Under healthcare reforms, NHS trusts must achieve 
foundation trust status by 2014. 

In July, the board at Barnet and Chase Farm found the 
trust would not be in a financial position required to 
become a foundation trust before the deadline and would 
need to merge with another trust. 

The preferred choice is the Royal Free, in Hampstead. 

The proposals come after the government decided last 
year to give the green light to plans to remove 24-hour 
accident and emergency and maternity services from Chase 
Farm, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, which is due to start 
losing services next September. 

Baroness Margaret Wall, chairwoman of the Barnet and 
Chase Farm NHS Trust, and the trust’s chief executive 
Mark Easton faced questions about the merger plans from 
members of the health and wellbeing scrutiny panel at 
Enfield Council last Tuesday. 

Ms Cazimoglu said: “They call it a merger, but this is 
more of a takeover by the Royal Free, which is a good 
hospital, but it is much bigger than Barnet and Chase Farm 
and far away from our borough. 

“We are concerned that the NHS service in and around 
Enfield finds itself in a perfect storm. There are so many 



changes going on, there is the planned downgrade at Chase 
Farm in 2013, we are faced with NHS reforms - and now a 
merger with the Royal Free is on the cards. 

“I am worried that we will not be able to continue the 
provision of the diversity of services we currently have in 
the borough.” 

Andreas Constantinides, Labour councillor for Upper 
Edmonton, raised concerns about potential cuts to jobs and 
services if the merger went ahead. 

Mr Easton told the panel: “We have to become a 
foundation trust by one route or another. This is not about 
cuts, it is about continued provision and job savings and 
there are no proposals to see patients treated anywhere but 
where they are seen now.” 

A strategic plan is set to be approved by NHS London 
next month and preparation for the creation of the new 
foundation trust is due to be completed by the end of 
next year.

The team’s application focused 
around an engagement drive with 
patients, including a Mothers For 
Mothers scheme, which seeks to 
involve women volunteers in 
providing informal advice to new 
mothers about breastfeeding and 
other practical issues. 

The team also introduced daily 
rounds by midwives asking women 
for feedback about the level of service 
they were receiving in the ward. 

Fiona Laird, head of midwifery at 
the North Mid, in Silver Street, 
Edmonton, said: “We are absolutely 
delighted that the team has been 
nationally recognised by the 
professional body which sets out the 
standards of care that women across 
the UK should expect. 

“We will continue to engage with 
local staff and mothers to develop our 
maternity service so we can provide 
the best care possible to the increased 
numbers of women coming to the 
North Mid from November 2013.” 

The winning team will be 
announced in January.

value of practical skills. People don’t have 
those sorts of skills any more and things 
like managing money and even basics like 
fixing things are lost. There is increasing 
interest in the importance of working with 
your hands.” 

Mr Barrett, who is a teaching assistant 
at Fortismere School, in Muswell Hill, 
admits that people might be surprised at 
the idea of primary schoolchildren being 
taught parenting - but he insisted the skills 
are vital to building a better community. 

“Obviously, parenting skills are not for 
the very young ones,” he said, “but it is 
things like teaching self-organisation. 

“In my work you can tell right away the 
pupils who have a strong organisational 
presence in their life and those from more 
chaotic lifestyles, and it makes such a huge 
difference to their outcomes.” 

Mr Barrett is aiming to galvanise parents 
throughout the borough with a vision 
which includes the possibility of setting the 
school up as a business in order to teach 
pupils about finance and the reality of the 
working world. 

Under the government’s 2012 academies 
legislation, any group can set up a school 
as long as it meets certain criteria. 

Academy schools are outside local 
authority control and funded directly by 
central government. They are free to 
decide their own curriculum and details 
such as how long the school day is. 

Mr Barrett and his team will be 
approaching parents throughout 
November and they are hoping to sign up 
60 to 120 children to the project before 
they submit their application to the 
government at the start of next year.

THREE DVD companies are suing the Met 
Police for more than £3million after their stock 
was destroyed in the Sony warehouse fire in 
Enfield during the riots last year. 

In one of the biggest legal battles involving 
damage caused during the riots, Clear Vision, 
Lace International and Asphyxiation Films are 
taking the Met to the High Court in order to 
recover at least £1.5million of lost stock that 
was destroyed in the fire at the Sony 
Distribution Centre, in Solar Way, Enfield Lock. 

The three firms, which have recovered 
£1 million from insurers, are claiming a further 
£2million for lost business. 

Police have rejected claims by several compa¬ 
nies that kept stock in the warehouse. They 
argue the fire was a result of organised crime. 

Under the Riot (Damages) Act 1886, police 
authorities are liable for damages caused to 
property during riots. To claim under the act, 
there must be evidence of more than 12 people 
being “riotously and tumultuously assembled”. 

Lawrence Abramson, the solicitor represent¬ 
ing the three companies, said: “In the footage of 
the events that occurred last year you clearly see 
more than 20 people smashing into and setting

A Met Police spokeswoman said: “The claims 
arising out of the fire at the Sony Distribution 
Centre have been rejected as they do not meet 
the legal definition for compensation payable 
under the Riot Damages Act. In simple terms 
the act provides that the loss has to be caused by 
more than 12 people, gathered together, in 
riotous and tumultuous assembly.” 

Mitsui Sumitomo, insurer of all the 
warehouse’s contents, is also suing the police in 
relation to what has been paid or is due to be 
paid to companies that lost stock. 

Total claims for the building are estimated at 
£80million. A trial date has been set for 
November 22.

A NEW pathway through one of the 
borough’s parks has sparked furious 
protest from residents, who claim the 
proposal could bring a raft of problems 
to the picturesque area. 

The proposed Greenway through Hilly 
Fields Park, in Clay Hill, is a 2.5m-wide 
path that will cut through the park along 
Turkey Brook, between Clay Hill and the 
bridge. It is aimed at opening up access 
to the park to walkers, wheelchair users 
and cyclists and is part of a path that 
goes around the whole of London. 

But some residents believe the new 
path will bring anti-social behaviour into 
the park. 

Chase Ward councillor Tom Water- 
house, who is backing the residents’ 
calls for a council re-think, told the 
Advertiser: “Enfield Council is refusing 
to listen to residents and arrogantly dis¬ 
missing the concerns of a voluntary 
group which does a great deal to care for 
the park. The Friends Of Hilly Fields 
have suggested an alternative and the 
council should listen to them.” 

The Friends Of Hilly Fields group 
wrote to the council outlining objections 
on the grounds that its views were not 
listened to when the idea was originally 
floated in 2010. 

Barbara Gleeson, secretary of the 
Friends Of Hilly Fields, is particularly 
worried that the track will destroy any 
chance of having concerts in the 
bandstand in the park. She said: “We 
find it difficult to understand why the 
council is so determined to ruin our 
park, compromise our concerts and 
generally spoil the park for everyone.”

But the council is set to go ahead with 
the plans and cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment Chris Bond said: “Our 
Greenways are shared routes for 
pedestrians, cyclists and wheelchair 
users connecting people to woodlands, 
water courses, parks and open spaces in 
a safe environment. 

“These routes will be constructed in a 
way that will encourage more people to 


walk and cycle, which will bring health 
benefits for many.” 

The project has been backed by the 
London Cycling Campaign. 

A spokesman for the group said: 
“Everywhere else in London people on 
bikes have proven that they can share 
these paths with walkers, children in 
pushchairs and wheelchair users without 
causing problems.”

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Attacked dog’s owner 
calls for police action 

Five people were needed to drag away offending animal

A WOMAN whose Rottweiler- 
cross was attacked by another 
dog has called on the police to 
take more action against owners 
who fail to keep their pets 
under control. 

Caroline McGuire, 52, was left 
traumatised after her pet Pipper, 
a one-year-old Rottweiler-cross, 
was attacked in Jeremy’s Green, 
Edmonton, last Friday. 

The other dog, thought to be a 
pit bull-type, latched on to Pip¬ 
per’s face and wouldn’t let go 
until the owner hit it on the nose. 

Pipper was left with a split 
lip and was bleeding severely by 
the time the other dog stopped 
the attack. 

“I was in the middle of the 
fight and it was horrible,” Ms 
McGuire told the Advertiser. 

“The owner let the dog out 
without a lead and it came 
running towards us and latched 
on to Pipper’s face. 

“He was bleeding everywhere 
and it took five people to get the 
other dog off - that shows how 
vicious this dog is. 

“Afterwards there was blood 
everywhere - on me, on my son 


and on the pavement. I was 
scared Pipper was really hurt.” 

Following the attack Ms 
McGuire, from Edmonton, 
reported the incident to the 
police, who said they will be 
making an assessment of the 
dog who carried out the attack to 
decide whether it should be 
classified as “vicious”. 

However, according to Ms 
McGuire, the police say this is a 
civil dispute. 

She said this was the second 
time this particular dog had 
attacked one of her pets and said 
that more must be done to 
prevent further attacks. 

A police spokesperson said: 
“The dog team are to carry 
out further inquiries into 
this incident.”

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Gangster movie actors 
take a trip to the pub

A LOW-BUDGET gangster drama 
which revolves around child trafficking 
and has attracted several celebrated 
British actors is currently being shot 
in Enfield. 

Despite having a budget of only 
£10,000, the film, Who Needs Enemies, 
features Michael McKell, who has 
appeared in Doctors and Emmerdale, 
The Dark Knight’s Ian Pirie and former 
EastEnders star Emma Barton, as well as 
Tom Carey and Kris Johnson, who 
starred in The Magnificent Eleven 

On Thursday, the film crew were at 
The Wheatsheaf pub in Baker Street, 
Enfield. 

The script of the 90-minute drama, 
which is set to be released in the spring 
next year, revolves around a friendship 
between two gangster bosses which ends 
in war after one of them finds out that 
the other is trafficking young girls from 
eastern Europe. 

The production company behind the 
film, set in Enfield and other parts of 
north London, is Red Guerilla Films, set 
up last year by Tony Currier, 41, of 
Cowdrey Close, Enfield, his wife 
Catherine Mercella, Nik Styllianou and 
his brother Peter Styllianou, who wrote 
the script. 

Producer Mr Currier said: “When I 
read Peter’s script, I was blown away and 


I really wanted to make this work. The 
subject matter is punchy and the story 
line is really strong. Who Needs 
Enemies is not your standard gangster 
flick. It’s got a lot of substance to it.” 

Peter Styllianou, from Crouch End, 
said: “The story revolves around the 
moral dilemma some of the characters 
have about child trafficking, so there is a 
strong drama element to the film and it 
brings social issues to the foreground. 

“Most gangster films show gangsters 
simply as bad people, but this tries to 
show that even in the underworld there 


is good and evil.” 

And Ms Barton, who plays the 
girlfriend of one of the gangsters, told 
the Advertiser: “I think this film is a 
great way to promote British writing and 
the British film industry. 

“It is edgy and I think it’s going to be 
a great success.” 

Mr Currier expects Who Needs 
Enemies to be shown at film festivals 
across Europe next year and is hoping 
that it will make it into British cinemas 
in the summer.

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We must do more 
to end knife crime 

KNIVES have claimed yet another young life 
in Enfield. 

While details remain unclear of how or why 
Teon Palmer was stabbed to death on Saturday 
night, we know what little value his attackers 
placed on his life. 

After the spate of fatal stabbings in 2011, 
when Steven Grisales, Leroy James and Negus 
McClean were all killed in Enfield, resources 
and good intentions poured into the borough. 

The council, the police and a raft of charities 
promised after each death that never again 
would we stand by and watch as the lifeblood 
poured out of an entire community. 

But it has happened again. 

Although Teon was older than the young 
victims last year, the result is still the same. 

The tired cliches of a promising life cut short 
are starting to ring hollow, because while we 
lament the death, the evidence is mounting that 
we have inadvertently allowed a sub-culture to 
flourish where carrying a knife is as normal a 
part of London life as carrying an Oyster card. 

Merger is worrying 

ENFIELD residents are right to be worried about 
the proposed merger of Chase Farm and Barnet 
hospitals with the Royal Free in Hampstead. 

With maternity and A&E services leaving 
Chase Farm next year and government health 
reforms in full swing, this presents a further 
threat to front-line services in our borough. 

The government, hell-bent on privatising huge 
swathes of our health provision, is forcing all 
hospitals to become foundation trusts by 2014. 

Foundation trusts operate in a competitive, 
commercial market within the NHS, which 
makes it more likely that private health 
companies will take over ever greater propor¬ 
tions of services - all paid for by the taxpayer.

Cuts to London Fire Service will have a serious impact 


ONE thing we all take for granted is 
that that a fire engine arrives in good 
time when there is a blaze. 

Across the whole of London, 
response times from our fire service 
are something in which we should 
take pride. Last year, London-wide 
figures show that on average the first 
fire engine got to an incident in five 


minutes and 22 seconds, with the 
second engine arriving, on average, 
in six minutes and 35 seconds. 

When a fire or serious incident 
occurs, every second counts, and that 
is why these standards are so vital. 

But London’s fire service is under 
threat. Over the next two years, 
£65million will be cut from the 


overall budget of the fire service. 
Some back-office savings can be 
made, but no one seriously thinks all 
these savings can be made without 
getting rid of some fire engines and 
closing some fire stations. 

It is London Mayor Boris Johnson 
alone who has set this arbitrary 
“savings” target, sadly without first 


taking any expert advice. You simply 
cannot cut London’s fire service to 
the extent he is proposing and 
maintain the current level of service 
we all rely on.

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Relief for MP as merger plan 
for constituencies is dropped 


‘Better solution': Edmonton MP Andy Love

THE Boundary Commission has dropped propos¬ 
als that would have seen the parliamentary con¬ 
stituencies of Edmonton and Chingford merged. 

The latest report from the commission binned 
the plan in favour of a proposal to bring part of 
Tottenham into the Edmonton constituency. 

The proposed changes come after the com¬ 
mission was charged by the government with 
reducing the number of MPs from 650 to 600. 

After more than a year of campaigning against 
the proposed changes to his constituency, 
Edmonton MP Andy Love says he is relieved by 
the commission’s change of heart. 

“I think these new proposals are a victory for 
common sense,” said Mr Love. 

“We were successful in our lobbying because 
we put very strong arguments as to why 
combining Edmonton and Chingford wouldn’t 
work in any way. 

“For one thing, there is no community 
relationship between Chingford and Edmonton. 

“This isn’t the ideal solution, but it is a much 


better one than the original proposal.” 

Mr Love was incensed when the commission’s 
first report was published last September 
recommending merging parts of Edmonton and 
Chingford to create a new constituency. 

The Labour MP said that the needs of his 
constituents had been ignored and there were no 
geographical links between the two areas. 

The first consultation period ran for 12 weeks 
from September to December, and during that 
time Mr Love lobbied the commission 
intensively, delivering a petition signed by 139 
of his constituents who were opposed to the 
proposed changes. 

The consultation on the latest proposals will 
end on December 10. The commission is due to 
present its findings to the government next year. 

However, any changes look increasingly 
unlikely to become law after the Liberal 
Democrats, angry at the defeat of House of 
Lords reform, hit back at their coalition 
government partners by saying they would block 
any proposals to change constituency 
boundaries before the next general election.

THE head of Warner Bros in the 
UK has been confirmed as the new 
chairman of Chickenshed, the 
Southgate-based inclusive 
theatre company.

As head of Warner Bros in the 
UK, Mr Berger, who was made a 
CBE in the summer, has overseen 
the opening of the company’s 
Leavesden studios and the Harry 
Potter studio tour near Watford, 
in Hertfordshire. 

Mr Berger has previously been 
vice-president of the the American 
Friends Of Chickenshed, which 
was set up to encourage US and 
international support for the 
charity. 

In addition, Warner Bros’ UK 
staff have been fundraising for 
Chickenshed for the past three 
years as part of the company’s 
Impact charity programme. 


Mr Berger, who is a governor of 
the British Film Institute and a 
member of BAFTA’s film 
committee, said that he had 
admired Chickenshed, which is 
based in Chase Side, for many 
years.

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Car trader forced to pay a heavy price

A CAR trader has been forced to 
pay almost £3,000 after admitting 
changing the mileage of cars. 

Bradley Johnson, who traded 
as Triple One, pleaded guilty to 
five counts of breaching 
regulation five of the Consumer 
Protection from Unfair Trading 
Regulations 2008.

RESIDENTS fear that Chase Green could be lost 
to the public after Enfield Council applied for a 
licence to hold events there. 

The application, if successful, would allow 
events to be held on the green space in Chase 
Side, Enfield, from 7am to 11pm. 

Brian Macdonald, of Chase Green Avenue, 
said: “The impact on the Green would be 
catastrophic.

Although Mr Macdonald and neighbour Ruth 
Hanchett fear the licence would allow all manner 
of entertainment to take place on the Green, the 
council insists it would only allow occasional 
events to take place there. 

And the council stressed that it is not applying 
for an alcohol licence. 

A council spokesman said: “We want to use 20 
of our parks and open spaces as occasional 
entertainment venues to attract people into

de Bois welcomes 
Mitchell’s demise 


By Ruth McKee 

ENFIELD North MP Nick de Bois has played 
down suggestions he was a key figure in the 
ultimate downfall of the government’s embattled 
Chief Whip Andrew Mitchell. 

The Conservative MP was one of the first MPs 
to publicly welcome Mr Mitchell’s departure 
from government last Friday - a month after the 
allegations that he had ranted at a policeman 
guarding the gates of Downing Street and called 
him a “pleb” first came to light. 

Mr de Bois said on Friday evening - just hours 
after the Prime Minister accepted Mr Mitchell’s 
resignation letter - that he felt a lot of sympathy 
for his fellow Tory but that the issue had 
become “toxic”. 

Mr de Bois, who has rebelled against his own 
party in the past on the issues of House of Lords 
reform and Europe, is secretary of the influential 
1922 committee, which voices the concerns of 
backbench MPs to senior figures. 

It was reported last week, as the clamour from 
within his own party for Mr Mitchell to resign 
increased, that the powerful body summoned Mr 
Mitchell to a significant meeting on Thursday. 

Although Mr de Bois admitted that the former 
Chief Whip made the right decision in stepping 
down, he insisted that Mr Mitchell was not told to 
resign immediately when he appeared before the 
committee. 


He told the Advertiser: “The way it works is 
that every Wednesday the 1922 committee has a 
meeting that is open to all backbench MPs. 

“After that meeting the officers meet with the 
Chief Whip and the PM. It is a routine that 
happens every week. 

“The meeting with Mr Mitchell last week was 
in no way out of the ordinary.” 

However, Mr de Bois revealed that he was 
aware of the depth of anger on the backbenches, 
particularly among the MPs who were elected 
in 2010, where it was felt that the Chief Whip - 
whose job it is to ensure everyone toes the 
party line - had lost all authority to issue MPs 
with instructions. 

“Let me say it is the job of the 1922 committee 
to always reflect the views of the party,” said 
Mr de Bois. 

“We do try to pass on to the PM and the Chief 
Whip what the party is thinking.” 

Although he refused to be drawn on his 
personal views of Mr Mitchell, who was given 
the nickname “Thrasher” at his public school due 
to his love of enforcing discipline, Mr de Bois 
added: “I welcomed his departure. He did 
absolutely the right thing in resigning. 

“Let’s be clear - the incident was outrageous 
but the police officers had accepted his apology. 

“Where it started to go wrong, what I was 
saddened by, was the failure to act properly in a 
timely manner.”

PLANS to axe fire stations across London could 
leave residents in Enfield in grave danger, a 
member of the London Fire Authority warned 
last week. 

Seventeen fire stations across the capital are 
set to close as the fire brigade is forced to find 
thousands of pounds of savings due to swingeing 
budget cuts. 

In a leaked document it was revealed that fire 
stations in Acton, Bow, Clapham, Islington, 
Kensington, New Cross, Peckham, Southwark, 
Westminster and Woolwich are among those 
facing closure. 

However, Southgate fire station, in High 
Street, Southgate, will get another fire engine in 
the shake-up to compensate for the losses 
elsewhere in the capital. 

Edmonton fire station will remain unchanged. 

However, Andrew Dismore, London Assembly 
member for Barnet and Camden, who sits on the 
London Fire Authority, warned that cutting fire 
stations elsewhere in London would leave 
services around Enfield overstretched and 
vulnerable, especially if fire engines from 
Southgate and Edmonton are asked to travel into 
central London. 

“If we had had this provision of fire trucks 
during the riots, we would have been seriously 
overstretched,” Mr Dismore, who confronted 
Boris Johnson at mayor’s questions in the 
London Assembly last week, told the Advertiser. 

“I have spoken to fire officers and I know that 
the difference between life and death is 
seconds. 

“They were telling me that one minute can 
make all the difference. 

“I am asking the mayor to look again at the 
budget because we cannot have a situation where 
the frontline is affected.” 

The £65million of savings the London Fire 
Brigade is being forced to make will also result 
in the loss of 600 fire officers’ jobs. 

The Fire Brigade Union’s regional secretary for 
London, Paul Embery, said: “These proposals 
present the biggest threat to the London Fire 
Brigade since the days of the Luftwaffe and would 
lead to the decimation of fire cover in London.” 

A spokeswoman from the London Fire Brigade 
said no decision would be made until the budget 
was announced by the government. 

“We expect to be able to maintain our current 
response times,” she added.

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Help for claimants 
hit by benefits cuts

ENFIELD Council is launching a task force to 
help families affected by further cuts to the 
benefits system. 

From next April, the government is combining 
Jobseeker’s Allowance, income support, child tax 
credits, working tax credits and housing benefit 
into a unified regime known as universal credit. 

Alongside the introduction of universal credit, 
benefits will be cut further. 

All benefits payable to a family will be capped 
at £500 a week and claims for single people will 
be limited to around £350. 

To support residents affected by the cuts, the 
council has launched a welfare reform task force, 
which includes two dedicated members of 
Jobcentre Plus and two additional workers of the 
Enfield Citizens’ Advice Bureau. 

The task force will support housing benefit 
claimants in privately rented accommodation 
with a shortfall in income to explore options that 
could help them cope with the changes. 

Among other things the task force will help 
residents find work, renegotiate their rent and 
find more affordable accommodation. 

More than 700 households in Enfield, which 
already has 1,888 families in temporary accom¬ 
modation, are expected to lose more than £100 a 
week in housing benefit in April, with 529 of 
them renting from a private landlord. 

The total number of households expected to be 
affected across the borough is 2,135, with more 
than 6,000 children potentially at risk of 
homelessness as a result. 

Andrew Stafford, the council’s cabinet 
member for finance and resources, said: “The 
government is making the greatest changes to

welfare benefits in some 60 years. These changes 
will have far-reaching impacts for families, 
vulnerable people and the services which support 
them, and affect many benefit claimants here in 
Enfield and elsewhere in London.” 

He added: “The Department for Work and 
Pensions has written to everyone who will be 
affected by the benefit cap change, so it is 
important that those in receipt of benefits check 
to see if they have received a letter. 

“If you have, you must act now to ensure you 
safeguard your home and finances.”

Task force to help 
families hit hardest 
by benefit reforms 


I N my last column I wrote 
about how important it was 
to provide our young 
people with a good education 
and how Enfield Council’s 
£22million primary school 
expansion programme will 
help thousands of children to 
get the best start in life. 

This week I’m turning my 
attention to the work that the 
council is doing to support the 
thousands of families in the 
borough who are due to lose 
money under the government’s welfare 
benefit reforms. 

I am not against reforming the welfare 
system, but only in a tested and managed 
way. 

From April of next year, the govern¬ 
ment is changing the benefit system. 
More than 2,000 households in the 
borough are expected to be affected, 
including 6,000 children. 

These young people will be at risk 
of homelessness, could be forced into 
more crowded accommodation and 
will have their education and life 
chances disrupted. 


No one would argue that children 
deserve anything but the best possible 
start in life so that they can reach their 
full potential. 

This is why Enfield Council, in part¬ 
nership with Jobcentre Plus and the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau, is setting up a 
welfare reform task force. 

The task force will help the 700 
families in Enfield expected to lose more 
than £100 a week in housing benefit by 
supporting them to find employment, 
helping them if they need to move to 
more affordable accommodation and 
working with them to avoid financial 


crisis and homelessness. I fear that despite 
our best efforts to protect the young and 
vulnerable from the worst effects of the 
government’s cuts to benefits, some will 
still be made homeless and the council 
will be expected to look after them. 

Some children could even be taken 
into care. 

None of these outcomes is desirable, 
but they are depressingly predictable. 

Our task force will support all the 
other work we are doing to create better 
housing, new estates and greater job 
opportunities for those who are penalised 
by government policy.

Jimmy Savile was 
a huge celebrity 
in the 1960s 





T HE allegations against 
the late Jimmy Savile 
remind us that sexual 
harassment was a routine part 
of the pop music culture of the 
1960s. It was implicit in many 
of the lyrics. 

Like most of my generation, 
for example, I sang along with 
Mick, sorry, Sir Michael 
Jagger: “I don’t care if you’re 
16 years old... Don’t wanna see 
your ID...” 

Has much changed? Recent 
court cases, too, have involved 
people who think that a bit of 
superficial sophistication entitles 
men to treat young girls as adult 
prostitutes. 

Childhood is only fun when 
we old folk are looking back on 
it. What children really want is 
to be respected like grown-ups. 

For girls, acting cool and 
sexy is often the quickest way 
to get recognised as some kind 
of adult. 

In the past, housewifely skills 
etc, helped a girl to seem 
grown-up, but nowadays the 
way you wiggle your behind 
counts for more than the way 
you darn a sock. 


Boys have more options. 
They can approach adult status 
by being tough, by being sporty 
or even by being clever, not just 
by looking good. 

Most blokes, of course, fail at 
all these things, but at least we 
have a choice. 

In the 1960s the culture of 
celebrity worship was only 
beginning. Even then, though, 
young girls used to go because 
the pop stars and DJs were 
celebrities, not because Savile 
and co were irresistibly gorgeous. 


Jimmy Savile was a devout 
Christian. Maybe he believed 
that charity work would, in the 
afterlife, atone for his 
sinful deeds. Here on earth, he 
was a supercelebrity. 

His knighthood sealed the 
approval of the British 
establishment. 

The cult of celebrity is an 
ideological weapon for the 
capitalist system. 

As long as people go on 
worshipping celebrities, they 
won’t threaten the bankers.

For nature, sport and discovery 
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If there’s something strange, in 
your local pub, who ya gonna call?

O N All Hallows’ Eve the dead go 
walking. For one night the veil 
separating the living and dead lifts 
silently and mere earthly mortals glimpse 
the crumbling edges of the underworld. 

And if you’re concerned that you might 
miss out on the march of an unchained 
soul through the dark streets this 
Hallowe’en, ghost hunter extraordinaire 
Darren Willbourne is on hand to lead the 
spook-hungry in the right direction. 

The paranormal investigator was drawn 
into the web of grim tales from the 
underworld that have surrounded the 
borough for centuries when he moved 
back to his boyhood stomping ground of 
Winchmore Hill after years living in south 
Humberside. 

Now he is determined to bridge the gap 
between the living and the dead for ghost 
hunters on Hallowe’en. 

In his attempts to inject some hard, 
provable facts into the world of the 
paranormal, Darren and his company Lazy 
Hound have organised a night of ghost 
debunking at a haunted pub. 

Those who enjoy being scared can get 
to the bottom of the truth of the Hop 
Poles’ very own poltergeist, George. 

The naughty poltergeist has terrorised 
punters and publicans at the Enfield 
boozer for decades - and many hold one 
man to account. 

Former potboy George was killed in an 
accident in Lancaster Road, where the 
pub is situated, sometime in the beginning 
of the last century. 

“The history of the Hop Poles is interesting,” 



begins Darren, launching into a passion¬ 
ate discourse on the spooktacular pub. 

“It used to be two cottages on the site 
and one of them decided to become an 
inn and sell alcohol to passing travellers in 
1838, and then in 1900 they turned it into 
a public house. 

“George was a glass collector or potboy 
and so was often in the cellar where they 
kept the ice. 

“Ever since his early death landlords at 
the pub have reported strange things, 
such as one account where the beer barrels 
moved of their own accord in the cellar.” 

Current landlady of the Lancaster Road 
pub Anna Longland agrees. 

And she tells Families In The Loop that 
once she watched as a cube of ice 
whizzed, entirely of its own accord, along 
the floor of the bar - as if propelled by an 
unseen hand. 

“Of course I went and looked to see if I 
could find a reason for it, but there was no 
one behind the bar,” she says. 

To mark Hallowe’en next week, Darren 
will run his first-ever night of ghost hunting 
in the pub. 

He and his team will film groups of 
amateur paranormal investigators as they 
search for scientific evidence that George 
is more than a figment of overwrought 
drinkers’ imagination. 

But this is no ordinary spook tour, and 
from what Darren shows us of the 
gadgetry and technology that will be on 
offer, his is something of a slick exercise. 

On October 31, teams of people will be 
sent into George’s favourite haunts - the 
cellar and bar of the Hop Poles - equipped 
with infrared cameras, digital voice 
recorders and handheld devices to 
measure the presence of small puffs of air 
and chill breezes, laser thermometers and 
even devices to measure the presence of 
any electrical interference (often a sign of 
a supernatural presence nearby). 

Each team will have a presenter, a 
camera man and a technical guru - and in 
the style of Britain’s Most Haunted all their 
screams, screeches and wails as they run 
from dark room to dark room will be filmed 
by Darren and his team and loaded on to 
the Lazy Hound website. 

According to Darren, while spirits of the 
undead and not-quite dead don’t abide by 
calendar months, people’s awareness is 
heightened on Hallowe’en. 

All the strange associations with the date 
mean that we are all more likely to pick up 
on subtle changes taking place around us

Darren adds that the very substance of 
Enfield - the bricks and mortar that have 
build the small villages as they merged 
into a borough over the years - could hold 
the key as to why it seems to have such a 
high number of hauntings and ghostly 
goings-on. 

He says: “I think it is about the history of 
the place and because of where it is 
geographically. 

“And it is a very atmospheric place.” 

Trying to unravel the mysteries of the 
dead and gone Darren adds: 
“Buildings contain memories - the 
actual fabric of a place can hold on 
to significant events that happened 
there. 

“And there are people who are 
more likely to see these things 
than others.” 

He says that two people might 
stand in exactly the same spot at 
exactly the same time and while 
one might run screaming from the 
room, the other might not even 
break a sweat. 

Apparently some people are more 
sensitive to the other world than 
others. Frankly, I hope that I remain 
firmly in the category of those who 
will never see so much as a flicker of 


a ghost in their entire life.

C HRISTMAS is coming - at 
least if you pay attention to 
all the displays in shops - and 
the goose is getting fat... but 
you don’t need to. 

After spending the summer striving to 
get the perfect bikini body, now is the 
time when many people start letting their 
good intentions slip.

This year’s fun run in Trent Park is one 
of 11 taking part across England, from 
Hastings in Sussex to Derby in the 
Midlands, but the aim is to have 100 
races by 2016.

the Trent Park event, it's best get your 
entry in soon. 

The run, which will take place on trails 
around the park in Cockfosters, starts at 
11am on Sunday. It costs £12 for adults, 
£7.20 for over-60s and under-16s, £30 
for a family group (two adults and two 
under-16s) and if a group of five or more 
adults are entering, it is £10 per person. 

Jim said: “The Poppy Run is a national 
event with a genuine community feel but 
with a serious message. 

“After all, it is only thanks to those 
who gave that we have the freedom 
to organise and take part in such events 
at all. 

“We don’t think it is asking too much to 
ask people to give up a Sunday morning 
in October to run, jog or walk 5km. 

“They are fantastic family events that 
people of all ages and abilities can enjoy, 
so whether this is your first fun run or you 
have done charity runs before, come 
along and get involved.

Now and then: Christ Church

SINGERS will be raising the roof 
next month when choristers from a 
historic Southgate church perform 
one of the most complex pieces of 
music ever composed. 

The choir, who sing every Sunday 
at Christ Church, in The Green, 
Southgate, are preparing to blow 
the congregation away with their 
rendition of JS Bach’s Mass In B 
Minor on Sunday November 25. 

Their performance is the culmi¬ 
nation of the festivities marking the 
church’s 150th anniversary. 

The singers will be joined by the 
Bach Sinfonia orchestra and 
violinist Liz Partridge, from 
Southgate, who played with the BBC

orchestra at the Royal Opera House, 
Covent Garden. 

To celebrate the church’s singing 
tradition - it has had a choir since it 
was built in 1862 - tenor Philip 
Dawson, who has been singing 
with the choir for three years, is 
co-ordinating an exhibition of 
photographs to piece together the 
history of the choir and has unearthed 





pictures of Siuthgate singers dating 
back to 1929. 

He is hunting for more and is 
appealing to anyone who had friends 
or family members in the choir to 
dig out their pictures and get in touch. 

Mr Dawson said: “The earliest 
photograph we have so far dates 
from May 1929 and there are a few 
others which must be from the 


wartime, judging by the lack of men 
of serving age. 

“The longest-serving member of 
the choir joined in the early 1970s 
and we are still in touch with friends 
who have hung up their surplices 
(vestments) - so we’ve got a good 
idea about some of the photos.” 

“We’ve uploaded everything to 
our Facebook page and it would be 


great if friends and family could put 
names to faces and tell us the stories 
behind the photos, or send us new 
material that we can scan.”

The 
first house was occupied in 1902, whilst the last properties 
were sold before 1914.

SPURS AIM TO 
BOUNCE BACK 


TOTTENHAM Hotspur chief Andre Villas-Boas 
and his players are aiming to put Saturday’s defeat 
to Chelsea swiftly behind them and focus on tomor¬ 
row night’s Europa Cup clash in Slovenia. 

The Portuguese was disappointed to see his Spurs 
side go down 4-2 to his former club - especially 
after fighting back from a goal down to lead for a 
while - but is now looking ahead to the challenge of 
NK Maribor. 

“Everyone is disappointed because we wanted to 
go nearer to the top [of the Premier League] and 
this was a chance to bring [Chelsea] down,” said 
Villas-Boas. 

“But we have 30 more games ahead of us and we 
have to be focused and ready for them. 

“We have to bounce back from adversity and 
improve our results again.” 

Spurs trailed at half time to Chelsea courtesy of 
Gary Cahill’s spectacular volley, but William Gallas 
and Jermain Defoe got the home side in front 
within 10 minutes of the restart. 

However, the impressive Juan Mata cut through 
the Tottenham rearguard twice in the space of three 
minutes before Daniel Sturridge added a late fourth 
for the visitors. 

Captain for the day William Gallas is also keen to 
move on from the defeat against his former club. 

“We have to put it behind us,” he said. “It’s diffi¬ 
cult to accept - especially when it’s against Chelsea, 
a big derby, because you always want to win.” 

Spurs will be favourites for Thursday night’s 
Europa League clash with Maribor, but the 
Slovenians should not be taken lightly. 

They currently sit second in Group J having dis¬ 
patched of Panathinaikos 3-0 in their first match 
and only narrowly going down 1-0 to group leaders 
Lazio in Rome. 

That game in Slovenia is the first of three con¬ 
secutive away games for Tottenham and will be fol¬ 
lowed by a trip to Southampton in the Premier 
League on Sunday and then to Norwich in the 
Capital One Cup next Wednesday. 

Defender Steven Caulker is looking forward to 
getting back to winning ways. 

He said: “We’ve been on a good run and [the 
Chelsea defeat] put an end to it. 

“The lads are down, but we have three away 
games now with two cup games either side of 
Southampton, so we’ll look to bounce back 
quickly.”
